LONDON GETS NEWS. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—News 


reached the World today that 
Captain Robert F. Scott, the 


v Antarctic explorer, and an un- 


known number of his compan- 
ions perished in the Antarctic 
while on their return journey 
from the" South'Pole. T h e y 
reached their goal on January 
18, 1912, about a month after 
^ Captain" Roald Amundsen, the 


Norwegian, had planted the flag 
of 'his country there. T h e y ' 
turned back toward the basis 
they formed on their outward 
journey, but were overwhelmed 
and destroyed by a blizzard. 


News of tho death of the explorers 


was brought to civilization today by 
the captain of the Terra Novo, the 
vessel which had taken Scott's expe- 
dition to the south and which had 
gone agnln to bring them back after 
the accomplishment of'their task, A 
searching 
expedition 
recovered the 


bodies and records of the party. 


Captain Scott's main traveling party 


was to consist of sixteen men besides 
himself, while groups of four men 
each were to return at different stages 
of the Journey, leaving Scott and four 
others to complete the final dash to 
the pole. 
This would indicate that 


some of the members of the party 
who had been left at the various 
bases were not included among the 
victims of tho disaster and that it wag 
they who communicated to the world 
the fate of the expedition. 


KETTJRNED FKOM POLE. 


It was on his return that he and 


his party were overwhelmed by one 
of the terrific blizzards so prevalent 
in tno Antarctic region. 


Only a few brief bulletin's were sent 


today from the New Zealand port of 
Oamani by the captain of the Terra 
Nova, who related simply the fate of

"Mr. Hinkle, a chairman of the mill-

The bill is in good sliape for passage and I 
I shall t>o -whatever I can for it. 


"However, It has been the settled pol- 


icy of the governor since coming Into 
office not to sign bills for state build- 
ings in any municipality which did not 
furnish the sites for the same, and his 
instructions to me this year are to help 
no bill which does not provide for the 
donation of a site.

Arabian Nights. Felix Diaz is an example of the sudden and vio- 
lent changes of fortune so dear to the Oriental imagination. One 
day a captive who might at any day be taken out and shot, and 
the next day a dictator with a cheering army at his back; mas- 
ter of the capital in which he was held a prisoner and lord of the 
men by whom he was guardec!. 


" 
This might occur in Constantinople, Teheran or Cabul, but one 


would not expect to hear of such things in this day in a coun- 
try on the American continent. 


It is evidence of the instability of the government in Mexico, 


the impotence of Madero, and the spirit of discontent which pre- 
vails throughout the southern republic. Madero has proved him- 
self a failure. He did not keep the promises with which he ex- 
cited the Mexican population to rebellion against Pornrio Diaz, 
and he proved himself incapable of restoring order and giving the 
country peace. He kindled the flames of revolution and appar- 
ently is about to perish in them. Ever since he drove Diaz from 
Mexico and succeeded to the presidency, the country has been 
gradually drifting into anarchy and bankruptcy. Unable to sup- 
press the insurrections which continually sprang up in the states 
remote from the capital because he was afraid to withdraw the 
troops from the seat of government; he was afraid the populace 
'-would rise and depose him unless overawed by a strong military 
^force. 


A large part of this army has now rebelled against him and 


accepted the leadership of Felix Diaz, nephew of the expatriated 
dictator whose strong arm kept Mexico in subjection to law and 
order for thirty years. Mexico is tired of revolution and disorder 
and longs for a return of the firm, just rule of Pornrio Diaz. Felix 
Diaz is popular because he is nephew to the old chief, and in the 
<eyes of the populace represents the forces of order. 


With his army in revolt and his capital in the hands of his 


enemies, Madero fatuously says the rebellion has been quelled and 
that the people are behind his government. No one can. tell what 
13 to come out of the ferment, but it is to be hoped that it will be 
a patriot and a strong man whose talents and character will com- 
mand public confidence. If Felix Diaz is such a man he will be 
the second of his name to save Mexico from anarchy. The Madero 
myth has exploded and the Madero government broken in pieces. 
A conflict for supremacy between rival chiefs can only be averted 
by a strong hand and a clear head. 


Will Felix Diaz prove the man of the hour? His fiasco at Vera 


Cruz makes one doubtful, but now he has a better chance to show 
the stuff that lie is made of, and it is to be hoped that he has iron 
enough in his blood to master the situation. With his years and 
opportunity there would be no doubt that Porfirio Diaz would suc- 
ceed. 


Impression grows that Dr. Frederick Franz Friedmann, the 


discoverer of an alleged tubercular serum, is a faker and not a 
scientist. The introduction of a mysterious Frau Zoch, who 
Tvarns him that if he comes to America he will be murdered, is 
an indication of charlatanism not to be misunderstood. Dr. Fried- 
mann is trying to evade a show-down and is resorting to stage 
tricks to avoid submitting his formula, to a scientific test.

The Problem 0f Genius. 


There is in the mind of the ordinary man an attitude of rever- 


ence and a feeling of wonder directed toward the creative genius, 
whether his work be in art or literature or statesmanship. The 
ordinary man realizes in his moments of introspection the bitter 
reality of his own limitations and it becomes a. matter of wonder- 
ment and profound mystery to him when somebody transcends 
those limitations in large achievement. 


Patiently the ordinary man considers the life and the work o£ 


the genius. The problem presents itself with acute force from 
time to time to some quiet pedant in a college, who has expended 
years of devotion to some subject, and who has never been able 
to. see even his own field of work in one of those flashes of inspir- 
ation which illuminate the vision of the man of genius. 


Various inadequate theories have been advanced to account 


for genius, ranging from the bald assertion that the genius does 
not actually exist and is mere fiction of the imagination to the 
. shelving of the problem by invoking for genius a divine origin. 


Recently the dry-as-dust investigators have been enjoying 


themselves by inventing various origins of genius in physiologi- 
cal or pathological conditions. Dr. Max Nordau was one of the 
early "advocates of the connection of insanity and genius. Nordau 
'based his conclusions for the most part upon a wide but super- 
Ificial reading and study of the artists of his day, and upon the re- 
1 searches of the late Dr. Cesare Lombroso of degeneracy, crime, 
insanity and morbid expressions of art. 


The most recent outcropping of the attempt to explain the 


superiority of the' genius to the ordinary man by a recourse to 
pathology is that of Dr. Charles B. Reed of the medical college of 
Northwestern University. To Professor Reed it appears that 
certain poisonous substances in the blood impart an abnormal 
stimulus to the system something similar to that of drugs, and 
that these wonderful workers owe their powers of concentration 
and achievement to these toxic elements. He cites as instances 
of men who have been driven to creative work by disturbances 
of the bodily metabolism the indefatigable Gibbdn, Bulwer Lvt- 
tcn, Lander, Stcclc, iliUon, Dryoen, Fielding, De Foe, Schiller, 
ffoine and Shelley, with their well-known peculiarities and abnor- 
malities. 


Some time ago Dr. Gould made an exhaustive study of the 


fenius of Flaubert and of Lafcadio Hearn as conditioned by 
myopia. 


Bernard Shaw is inclined to scoff at these theories connecting 


4Ut and genius with abnormality. Shaw declares that the real 
artist is the really normal man, and that the rest fall short of 
normality. In his early writing he cited the instance of his own 
eyesight, which was perfect. It was pointed out to him that, T>PT- 
Tcob e^etjigliL "could be iound in less than one out of ten of the 
ordinary population, and that in a sense it was an abnormality 
! to be absolutely normal in this regard. 
' 
The pausble holds good in many other instances, and Shaw 


Dr. Guelpa of Paris has made some in- 


teresting studies pertaining: to the scalp

off Its vegetation. Similarly, if the scalp 
Is not properly cared for the hair stops 
sprouting. 


Each hair consists of a canal, the root 


or ma-trtx and tho sebum, an oily sub- 
stance Trnich supplies the hair with 
nourishment. Under normal conditions the 
sebum is a ,llquid oil. In Illness or If 
Irritated or unduly subjected to pressure 
the sebum thickens, coagulates and forms 
hard little globules which choke up the 
matrix. 
Tho hair Is shut off from Its 


sources of supply and Winers 


It will readily be seen that a heavy 


and 'iard bat Is bound to exert a dele- 
terious pressure. 
Clipping the hair or 


wearing It very short leaves the hair 
at the mercy of atmospheric conditions of 
cold, heat and dust. 


The sebum, like all oily substances, 


tends to coagulate when the tempera- 
ture is low. and while the long hair of wo- 
men affords a protection that is ample 
against this condition, the short hair of 
men positively Invites destruction of the 
hair -roots. 


A meat diet Increases the proportion 


of acids in the blood and consequently 
also Increases the acids In the waste 
thrown oft by the body In the form of 
perspiration 
This acid perspiration is 


particularly harmful to the hair as it 
stimulate? unduly the flow of the sebum, 
and as tne hair cannot absorb this un- 
usual amount of fluid placed at Its com- 
mand, the fluid thickens around the roots 
of the hair and clogs them up. 


As obese persons perspire more freely 


than thin Individuals, the explanation Is 
at hand for the baldness, which 
In- 


variably adds to the misery of the fat 
man. 


If men would substitute llglit felt "lats 


for derbys In -winter and wear soft straw 
Instead of the hard-as-board straw hats 
with which they adorn themselves In 
summer, baldness would soon be on the 
wane among them.—London Standard.

Passes 


Away at Home After Ill- 
ness of Over Six Months. 


ALAMEDA. Feb. 10.— A. A. Cunning- 


ham, 
city chemist of Alameda, filed yes- 


terday at his home. 2S2S Central avenue. 
Death followed an illness of about six 
months. For several weeks it was known 
that his condition was grave and that 
there was but slight chance for recovery. 


Cunningham was a native of Scotland 


and a graduate of Edinburgh University. 
He was well known as a chemist in the 
different bay cities, having made 
his 


home in Alameda for fifteen years. Ha 
is survived by a wife, and four children. 
The children are Gordon K-, Kennth E., 
Margaret C. and J. Kaxton Cunningham. 
The funeral will ba held tomorrow after- 
noon, the services being conducted by 
Dr. F. S. Brush. 
Cunningham served a number of years 


as city chemist of Alameda. holding two 
appointments as chemist. He was the 
center of a stormy mixup in the board of 
health which caused numerous resigna- 
tions and, changes. 
After bis first ap- 


pointment the health board mpmbera be- 
came divided aver Ms retention. Charges 
that the chemist's milk reports were un- 
duly drastic and biased were made to the 
board by dairymen and werei apparently 
supnorted by several members of 
the 


board. When the- Cunningham opposition 
on the board 
gained the ascendency 
through 
changes in the personnel of 
the members Cunningham resigned. The 
board appointed Miss Jessie Berry 
of 
Berkeley to the position. 
Miss 
Berry 


served until further changes in the board 
brought Cunningham's supporters again 
in control, when he was reappointed city 
chemist, holding the position until he 
died. At tha time of hia last appoint- 
ment, Dr. H- A. Sillier and Dr. J. A. Ellis 
resigned in a. somewhat dramatic man- 
ner, Quitting the board immediately upon 
learning that Cunningham was to be 
again appointed. 
Cunningham was again in the center 01 
a lively rtunpus when an Alajneda certi- 
fied milk user claimed that the certified 
milk supplied his family was not good 
mQk. Cunningham's 
analysis 
differed 


from th"*- of the TTnlverEity of California's 
chemist. . Several public meetings warn 
held and a. determined effort was made 
by tha Cunningham, opposition to force 
hi* giving" up the place, but the board 
majority supported the city chemist's 
findings. 
Owing to flaws in th* laws 


governing the taking of samples the mat- 
ter of prosecutions was dropped without 
the question being finally settled.

One Block is Obstacle to Run- 


ning Cars Past City 


Hall. 


The construction of a block of street 


railroad, which may be leased to tho Oak- 
land Traction Company, is contemplated 
by the city council to solve the difficulty 
which has been met in the effort to have 
the San Pablo car lines connect and KO 
dawn Washington street in fiont of the 
new Cit» Hall. The suggestion was made 
by Mayor Frank K, Mott this morning as 
to whether the project is legally feasible. 


As soon as the old City Hall Is removed 


it Is plan of 
merchants, retail stores, 


members of the Chamber of Commerce 
and 
improvement clubs to ask for a 


change in the route of the San Pablo av- 
enue car lines, to send tha cars down 
Washington street, thus relieving the con- 
gestion on Broadway and bettering the 
service. 


Involved in tha project is tha installa- 


tion of a double loop system down Broad- 
way and back to "Washington on Second 
and Eighth streets. This would necessi- 
tate franchise privileges in Eighth street, 
Second street and in Washington street 
on the block between Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth streets. 


Under the present 
charter provisions, 


the Oakland Traction Company has sig- 
nified that it la unwilling to ask for a 
right-of-way for any change or extension 
of its lines. The representatives of toe 
company informed the city many months 
ago that no new applications for fran- 
chises would be made after the new char- 
ter went into effect, 


The matter was taken up recently by 


the Down Town Improvement Club, and 
the traction company was asked if an ap- 
plication would be made for the exten- 
sion of the Washington street right-of- 
way to San Pablo avenue. The decision 
reacied some time ago was unchanged, 
and the officials expressed their unwill- 
ingness to submit to the provisions of the 
charter as it now stands. 


LEASE IS PROPOSED. 


The merchants then proposed that the 


city should give the traction, company a 
revocable lease to lay and operate tracks 
in this block. 
City Attorney Ben F. 


Woolner rendered ^an opinion that this 
Would tie impossible, as tie grant of such 
a privilege was not contemplated by the 
city charter. 


It is the purpose of the present city 


administration 
to 
introduce 
charter 


amendments, and the franchise provisions 
will probably be changed. But this can- 
not be don« for at least two years, and 
\n the meanwhila'the problem of the priv- 
ilege in Washington, street remains un- 
solved. 


To avoid the onerous conditions, of the 


franchise section of the charter. Mayor 
Mott suggested today that the city might 
construct this block of rSflfcoad and then 
lease it to the. highest bidder. As that 
bidder wo-uld undoubtedly be the traction 
company, this would solve t/ie difflcultj'. 
The price of the lease, which might run 
two or ten years, would be made high 
enough to make a return to the city on 
the investment

crease to be made. The commission 
also held that 5 cents is a sufficient 
sum for the boat ride which was 
short in comparison to the boat and 
train ride given for a 10-cent fare on 
the regular suiJurban lines of the com- 
pany. 


Today the Southern Pacific in their 


petition^ for a rehearing, which covers 
five pages, rehearsed this 
evidence 


given at the 
previous hearing and 


make their principal point of the dan- 
ger to travelers in riding on a boat 
containing more than the automobiles. 
It is set forth that a raise in the pass- 
enger rate on this line would very 
promptly divert all of the traffic of 
pedestrians to either of the suburban 
lines operating from Oakland or Ala- 
meda moles.

MOVING BACK CORCHERS 
WOULD NOT QUICKEN GAMES 


Efforts 
to Hide Signals No Worse Than 
Steadying Young Pitcher 


By BILLY FETZ. 


Baseball players and sporting Bcribes do not seem to warm up 


very much to the suggestion advanced in the east that the coach- 
ing lines be moved back 10 feet so that the catcher's signals coulc 
not be detected,, the object being to avoid the delays consequenl 
upon the efforts of a backstop to communicate with the pitcher 
•in such a way as to fool the prying eyes o£ the: opposition. 


Most baseball writers seem to think 
that moving back, the coaching lines la 
not necessary at all, but 'that. It might 
be -well for battery men to devise more 
simple and quicker means of -slfrnalling. 
On the other hand, in these days of 
great importance in tho pitching box, 
tho catcher is very frequently compelled 
to stall a bit in an effort to steady-the. 
nerves of the young pitcher whom, he 
sees is inclined to work too fast.

BERLIN, Feb. 10.—Declaring- that the 


Prussians were "oppressed and dismem- 
bered folk," In 1806, as a consequence of 
God's judgment, because they had lost 
faith, in Him, the German tEmperor at a 
memorial service at Berlin University de, 
livered yesterday a. characteristic speech, 
warning the present generation of Ger- 
mans not to forget the faith of their 
fathers. 
The Emperor emphasized his 


words by pounding on tha desk. 


He asserted that the Germans of to- 


day are Inclined to believe only in tangi- 
ble things and to place dificulties in re- 
ligion's way. They should study history, 
he said, and see how the Prussians re- 
gained their old faith and fought tho war 
of liberation, whose glorious result was 
not man's work, but God's work. 


"So," continued the Emperor, "we have 


In the history of the past certain proof 
of God's guidance, and that Hei was and 
still Js with us. And witli this teaching 
of tho past the whole German youth oa.n 
forge In Its fire the tried shield of faith, 
which must never be lacking In the ar- 
mory of Germans and Prussians. 


"With .such weapons, looking neither 


to the right nor to the loft, we will go 
our direct way, eyes uplifted and hearts 
uplifted with trust In God. Then we can 
all repeat tho great chancellor's words: 
" TVe Germans fear God and nothing 


else In the world." "
